London, Aug. 7.—Holding the uridge 


at Warsaw, over the Vistula river, the 
most formidable military obstacle in 
Eastern Europe, Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary having conquered the 
river line and with it invaded Rus- 
sian territory for an average depth 
of 100 miles along the fiout from the 
Baltic to Bukowina, are now throwing 
their forces forward in an endeavor 
to accomplish what 
Russia's 
allies 


have so feared—the complete envelop- 
mentt of the Russian armies. 


The British press, basing its opin- 


ion on Pctrograd dispatches and the 
lack of reports to tlic contrary from 
either Berlin or Vienna, is Inclined to 
the view that the forces of 
Gran.l 


Duke Nicholas retired troni Warsaw 
virtually intact, but there is an in- 
creasing disposition not to minimi/.o 
the seriousness of the situation as it 
still exist, and the anxiety of 
tho 


quadruple power seem to be manifest- 
ed in renewed pressure to bring the 
Balkan states in line on the side of 
the entente powers. 


Quiescent Sweden is now restless, 


and even so conservative a newspaper 
as tl'.e London Morning Post,

ing hostility to Russia as stimulated 
by German successes in Poland. 


Whether the present (Balkan nego- 


tiations will be more

batablc, especially so as Greece, ac- 
cording to an Athens dispatch, quot- 
ing Premier Guonaris, refuses to con- 
sider the relinquishing of any terri- 
tory to Bulgaria, a concession which 
might clear the situation 


Though still holding Novogcorgivsk, 


the whole Russian garrison remain1* 
at bay. Thus the Russian armies not 
only are menaced back of the Warsaw 
salient from which it is assumed they 
were not entirely clear before henvj 
German forces broke across tl',e Vis- 
tula, to the southeast of Warsaw, bur 
a larger and more formidable envelop- 
ing movement has tz~'ven definite form, 
being in effect a great pair of pincers 
aiming at Dvinsk in the north and at 
Brest-iLitovsk in the south, and suuer-

New President of Portugal, 


Elected Today By Congress, 


Popular With All Classes

Lisbon, August 6.— (Via 
Paris, 


Aug. 
7)—Bernardino Machado was 


elected by congress today president 
of the republic of Portugal. 


Senor Machado, who was support- 


ed by the Jwo principal parties was 
elected on the third ballot by a ma- 
jority of 134 of the 379 members 
present. 


The new president 
is 
popular 


with all classes in Portugal, and al- 
though large crowds assembled out- 
side the chamber to await the action 
of parliament, his election was con- 
sidered a certainty. 


Senhor Machado has been promin- 


ent for years in the public life of 
Portugal, having served his country 
as premier, provisional minister of 
foreign affairs, minister of the inter- 
ior and minister to Brazil. 
He has 


teen considered the foremost man 
in the republican party and before 
the overthrow of the monarchy was 
regarded as the logical choice of that 
party for the presidency. 
In Janu- 


ary, 1908, he was accused of con- 
spiracy against the Crown, but the 
charges never were proved. 


When King Manuel II 
was 
de- 


throned and the republic proclaimed 
on October 5, 1910, after a short rev- 
olution, Senhor Machp.do 
was 
ap- 


pointed minister of /oretgn affairs 
in the cabinet formea by the provis- 
ional government. 
The 
following 
ytit he WM a candidate for the pres- 


idency but 
nothwhithstanding 
his 


prominence, he was defeated by Dr. 
Manuel Arriaga, whom he now will 
succeed. 


Four months after his defeat he 


was appointed minister to Brazil. In 
February, 1914, he was asked 
to 


form a new cabinet and was success- 
ful in his efforts, but he and his min- 
isters resigned ten months later. 


The new president, 
who is 
65 


years old, was formerly a professor 
cf philosophy in Coimbre university, 
but was ousted from his chair be- 
cause he joined 
the 
anti-clercial 


movement. 
He 
is 
an 
excellent 


speaker and during his public career 
has been regarded as strongly pro- 
British. 


One of the Interesting stories re- 


garding Senhor Machado is that he 
served as Portuguese 
minister 
to 


Washington in 1900 and 1901 under 
the name of Marquis de Santo Thyrpo 
but was recalled because he made 
K, premature announcement of Pres- 
ident McKinley's death, which re- 
sulted in Lisbon sending messages 
of condolence four or five days be- 
fore the president died. 
After his 


recnll, according to the 
story, 
he 


dropped the t'tle which was of papal 
origin and resumed his family name. 


The president of the republic of 


Portugal is elected by joint vote of 
both chambers of parliament for n 
term of four years and cannot be re- 
elected.

The 


position of the United States was of- 
iicially stated as follows: 


That neither Carran/a 
nor 


any other militarj faction 
in 


Mexico is in control of the coun- 
try or can be considered as tri- 
umphant in the republic. 


That the real purpose of the 


revolution was accomplished a 
jear ago when Huerta was ov- 
erthrown and that the strife 
which has* continued since has 
been over factional differences, 
and has not been in reality a 
revolution. 


That it considers General Vil- 


la, while financially weakened, 
still is an active element in Mex- 
ican affairs who must lie reck- 
oned with in an adjustment. 


That fhe so-called Cientificos 


do not enter into the problem 
now because it is considered 
that the overthrow of Huerta 
disposed of that element. 


That the greater portion of 


Mexico is not at peace as Gen- 
eral Carranza claims, because 
fighting continues in many sec- 
tions from Tehuante|>ec to the 
Rio Grande and from Vera Cruz 
to Mazatlan. 


That the first problem to be 


.solved in restoration of peace is 
to find for provisional president 
a man who represents the cause 
of 
the 
original 
revolution 


against Huerta, but who does 
not necessarily represent any of 
the,factions now at war.

LUTHER BITRBANK APPLIES THE 


SAME LAWS OBTAINING IN 


PLANT CULTURE 


To Human Eugenics In Address Be- 


fore National Conference on 


Race Betterment.

San Francisco, Aug. 7.—"Only by 


constant selection of the 'best can any 
race be improved," said Luther Bur- 
bank, the plant specialist, in an ad- 
dress before the second National Con- 
ference on Race Betterment. His sub- 
ject was "Evolution and Variation 
With the Fundamental Purpose of 
Sex." 


"Environment 
and 
education, 


alone, cannot," he said, "make ap- 
preciable progress in the improve- 
ment of the race. 
But with favor- 


able surroundings and the selection 
of the best types, the field 
for im- 


provement is limitless." 


Mr. Bnrbank described the possi- 


bilities in plant life of "fixing char- 
acters which 
benefit the 
species 


through natural selection, giving the 
new combinations new abilities to ad- 
vance." 


"Abundant, well balanced nourish- 


ment and thorough culture of plants 
or animals,' he said, "will 
always 


produce good results in holding any 
species or variety up to its 
best 


hereditary possibilities, beyond which 
it cannot carry them, 
and lacking 


which, maximum development can 
never be realized. But a sharp line 
must always be drawn between the 
transient results, temporarily attain- 
ed through 
favorable 
environment 


and the permanent results of selec- 
tion of the best individuals for con- 
tinuing the race. 


"What would be the result if all 


apple, plum, corn, melon or petunia 
seed was indiscriminately planted? 
Soon worthless mongrels only, hav- 
ing no character and no value for 
any purpose. 


"Only by constant selection of the 


best can any race ever ue improved. 
No education, no environment of any 
nature can ever make any appreciable 
progress, even though these same fa- 
vorable surroundings may produce 
through a definite but infinitely slow 
increment, which by constant repe- 
tition becomes slowly available in 
heredity, but by no means fixed, so 
that reproduction true to the better 
type can be depended upon. 


"It is becoming increasingly neces- 


sary to impress the fact that there 
are two distinct lines in the improve- 
ment of any race; one by favorable 
environment which brings individuals 
up to their best 
possibilities; 
the 


other ten thousand times more im- 
portant and effective—selection of

field for improvement is limitless." 


"The 
world needs a new aristoc- 


racy—a real aristocracy made up of 
Apollos and Venuses and their for- 
tunate progeny," said Dr. J. H. Kel- 
logg, of Battle Creek, Mich., in his 
address on "The Eugenics Registry." 


"Instead of such an aristocracy," 


Dr. Kellogg continued, "we are ac- 
tually building up an aristocracy of 
lunatics, Idiots, paupers and crim- 
inals. 
These unfit persons already 


have reached the proportions of a 
vast multitude: 
500,000 
lunatics, 


80,000 criminals, 100,000 paupers, 
90,000 idiots, 90,000 epileptics, and 
•we are supporting these defectives in 
Idleness like real aristocrats, at an 
expense of one hundred million dol- 
lars a year, and this mighty host of 
mental and moral cripples Is increas- 
ing, due to unrestricted marriage and 
other degenerative Influences at a 
more rapid rate than the 
sounder 


part of the population so that they 
are bound in time to constitute the 
majority unless some check is put 
upon the increase. Everyone of these 
lunatics possesses the right to vote 
even in states where women are not 
given the right of franchise." 


Dr. Kellogg proposed a "scheme 


for -race 
betterment," 
which 
he 


thought should be set in operation as 
speedily as possible. 
This included 


the establishment of a "health regis- 
try" on which should be recorded the 
results of an annual health inspection 
of individuals made by a 
bureau 


maintained by the state for the pur- 
pose; and of a "eugenics registry" to 
accomplish in behalf of race hygiene 
"what the health registry would seek 
to do for personal health." 


"The establishment of such a reg- 


istry will be one of the most effec- 
tive means of arousing an interest in 
health as a personal asset," he said, 
speaking of the first. 
"Such a regis- 


try would be invaluable in connec- 
tion with the operation of restricted 
marriage laws. 
Of course, a great 


educational work must be done for 
the general public before such a reg- 
istry would be appreciated or even 
tolerated; 'but as the people become 
more intelligent in relation to the 
value of health as a factor in per- 
sonal efficiency, and a means 
by 


which the physical welfare of the In- 
dividual and of the race may be pro- 
moted, a health ambition 
toward 


bodily perfection will be developed 
and in time, health as an asset will 
come to be esteemed as more precious 
than gold. 


"A eugenics registry would be the 


beginning of a new and glorified hu- 
man race which sometime, far down 
In the future will have so mastered 
the forces of nature that disease and 
degeneracy will have been eliminat- 
ed. 
Hospitals and prisons will be 


no longer needed, and the golden 
•ge will have been restored as the

CARRANZA BRIEF 


Formally Filed Today With Secre- 


tary of State Lansing. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAMI 


Washington, Aug. 7.—On 
behalf 


of General Carranza, a formal brief 
on the Mexican situation was filed 
with Secretary Lansing today, prac- 
tically asking for political .recogni- 
tion and proposing that Carranza's 
Washington agents meet any of the 
other factions in a peace conference. 


The brief submitted by Charles A. 


Douglas, General Carranza's Ameri- 
can counsel, sets forth the 
formal 


suggestion of a peace conference in 
the following language: 


"We have in Washington Mr. Ar- 


rendondo in the capacity of a special 
representative of the Constitutional- 
jst government and, at this time, Mr. 
Cabrera, a member of Mr. Carran- 
za's cabinet is here. 
They are men 


of fine ability and excellent charac- 
ter, and are anxious to serve their 
country in the 
highest 
and 
best 


sense. 
Either or both of them, I 


am assured, will be glad to confer 
with any element 
of the 
Mexican 


people, with a view to furthering the 
common interest, the peace and the 
welfare of the nation/' 


The proposal to restore the Con- 


stitutional succession to the presi- 
dency where it was broken by 
the 


death of Madero by elevating Vas- 
quez Tagle, a member of the Madero 
cabinet to the office of provisional 
president, the brief says, would de- 
feat the aims of the revolution. 


"The plan of the 
Constitutional- 


ists," says the brief "and it is now 
well under way, is to make the prin- 
ciples of the Revolution effective as 
war measures, by military decrees, 
during the extra constitutional per- 
iod, and then to have the congress 
ratify them—translate 
them 
into 


law." 


It is argued that Tagle is neither 


impartial nor fitted for 
the office 


and that his recognition could only 
,be based on the theory of cabinet 
succession. 
His qualification would 


instantly and automatically restore 
the Constitution. 


"If the constitution is in this man- 


ner restored." says General Carran- 
za's brief, "it would effectually pre- 


ties in France, reading:

(Pittsburg Dispatch.) 


Consul Griffith, writing to the de- 


partment of commerce from Santi- 
ago, says the European war has ac- 
crued decidedly to the benefit 
of 


Cuba, as there has been a continual 
advance in the price and demand for 
Cuban sugar since the beginning of 
the war and this "has been the sal- 
vation of many leading planters and 
manufacturers. 


The 
consul 
makes a statement, 


however, which will surprise 
most 


Americans, that the greater portion 
of the machinery used in Cuba for 
the production of sugar is of Euro- 
pean manufacture. If this be true, 
it argues crass neglect or curious in- 
difference on the part of American 
manufacturers. 
Surely there can be 


no good reason why the latter should 
not rule the market for this and all 
other kinds of machinery in Cuba. 


It should not be expected 
that 


European manufacturers would make 
any study of the kind of machinery 
demanded in the production of cane 
sugar, though they know all about 
the mechanical necessities for mak- 
ing sugar from beets. 
But it is not 


of record that German machinery is 
demanded in the production of sugar 
in the great beet-growing region of 
our Northwest. It is strange, there- 
fore, that the European manufactur- 
er should have so completely usurped 
the territory of Cuba.

The educational

relation to organized school work,"

cational associations, many of them,

tfclal Education, carrying on a prop- 
aganda for education among the gen- 
eral public; and still others, like the 
FJublic 
Education 
Associations ot

The sinking of the Leyland 


steamship Iberian by a German sub- 
marine in nowise increases the ten- 
sion between the United States and 
Germany, even though an American 
was one of the few members of the 
crew that lost their lives. 
There is 


nothing in the incident to cause any 
difficulty between this country and 
the German empire. 


The reason is that the Iberian re- 


fused to obey signals to stop. 
The 


captain of the British vessel tried to 
escape and thereby justified the com- 
mander of 
the submarine in firing 


upon the Iberian as he did, no mat- 
ter how many noncombatants might 
be killed or wounded. The unarmed 
ship became virtually an active ene- 
my, to be dealt with as such. Under 
the 
circumstances 
Americans 
on 


board could not expect or ask 
any 


immunity from the risks of whatever 
measures the submarine might take 
to stop the fleeing British steamer. 


Such use of submarines as 
was 


made in the attack on the Iberian is 
entirely consistent with the rules of 
war and the common sense view of 
international rights on the seas. It 
could never justify nor cause pro- 
tests from neutral powers. 


What America V'-ks. 


What America abk= of Germany 


and Great Britain, it 
granted 
in 


both instances, would not impair the 
efficiency of either of the belliger- 
ents in fighting the other. What is 
it that the United S ates has asked 
of Germany? 
Not that she give up 


her submarine warefare. not that she 
cease sinking the ships of her ene- 
mies, but merely tha' blie give Amer- 
ican passengers on enem> merchant 
vessels a chance to escape before set- 
ting loose a torpedo 
Likewise, the 


American demand that Great Brit- 
ain cease her interference with neu- 
tral shipping is reasonable, and in- 
volves no impairment of Britain s 
fighting efficiency. 
All that is asked 


is that Great Britain (onfme her war 
to her enemies and leave the com- 
merce among neutrals undisturbed. 
It is asked that she comply with in- 
ternational law and not substitute 
for it the orders of her own council. 
—Washington Post.

How Gasoline tngines Work. 


In the inactic.'il operation of a gaso- 


line engine, there are several parts, 
each characterized by a 
particular 


event. The cj limlef is ohaiged by nu 
outhtroke of the piston, treating a 
vacuum, behind it and drawing in the 
mixture 01 an- and gasoline gas formed 
in the carburetor. The charge is then 
compressed by t he return stroke of the 
piston, which act secuies complete car- 
burizatioii of the conttu •<! air and re- 
duces the mixture to the roper condi- 
tion to b# kindled by ihe Igniting 
spa tic or other source of firing. This 
causes it to explode, or to expand sud- 
denly and with great effect and drive 
the piston outward again. The fourth 
stroke, which is the one immediately 
following the explosion, is known as 
the exhaust stroke from the fact that 
the piston, moving back again In the 
cylinder, expels the products of com- 
bustion through the exhaust valve. 
This process completed, the parts are 
In position for a repetition of the proc- 
ess, the valves for admitting jrnsoline 
gas to the cylinder being opened again. 
—Philadelphia Presa. 


The Pianist's Speed. 


Astonishing statistics hav e been gath- 


ered with reference to the amount of 
work accomplished by the brain and 
nerves in piano plajing. 


A pianist in view 6t''the present state 


of pianoforte- playing 4w» to cultivate 
the eye to see about 1,500 signs in one 
minute, the flngera to make about 2,<XKV 
movements and the brain to receive 
and understand separately the 1,500 
signs while it Issues 2,000 orders. In 
playing Weber's "Moto Periwtuo" a 
pianist has to rend 4,541 notes in a lit- 
tle under four minutes. This is about 
nineteen per second, but the eye can 
receive only about ten consecutl\e im- 
pressions per second, so that it Is evi- 
dent that in very rapid music a pluyer 
does not see each note singly, but rath- 
er sees them in groups, probably a bar 
or more nt one vision.

"Etndc" in E minor, In the second set, 
tho speed of rending is still greater, 
since it Is necessary to read 3,950 signs 
In two minutes nud a half, which is 
equivalent to about twenty-six notes 
per second.—Independent

General Stoess<,'l was 


tried for treason iu connection with the 
surrender, and he was sentenced to 
death, for it was stated that the Itus- 
sians had sufiiciotit food and ammuni- 
tion in Port Arthur to have continued 
their defense for some time. The czar 
commuted the sentence on Stoessel to 
one of ten years' imprisonment, but 
the disgrace broke his health and he 
died, paralyzed and duuib.

I would rather be right than presi- 


dent is the principle followed by many 
retail merchants. 


There is no right without a parallel 


duty, no liberty without the supremacy 
of the law, no high destiny without 
earnest perseverance, 
no greatness 


•without self denial. 


As a dispenser of important services 


in any town none compares with the 
retail merchant. 


Perhaps the first benefit of impor- 


tance is the endless accommodations 
which he extends his customers. His 
books show that where misfortune, 
sickness or loss of occupation over- 
takes his customers he is frequently 
obliged to carry them for many mouths. 


Honest Men Get Credit. 


The man who has not established a 


reputation for rnrelhibility or dishon- 
esty is reasonably sure of securing 
credit for the asking. And the exten- 
sion of credit is equivalent to making 
loans without interest And who would 
ask or expect any such favor of any 
one but a merchant or a very close and 
dear friend? 


The local town to be a desirable 


place to live in must have police and 
fire protection, it must have bridges, 
improved streets, water, sewers and 
good schools. To secure these neces- 
sary improvements and to maintain 
them taxes must be levied. The local 
merchant pays a large share of the 
taxes. 


Among other things, the local mer- 


chant is continually forced to contrib- 
ute to all manner of charitable enter- 
prises, both public and private. He is 
the local benefactor, inasmuch ns he is 
the employer of labor. Numerous 
young men and women find employ- 
ment in his store, and as the result of 
his investment and efforts ninny dol- 
lars find their way to the pocket of the 
doctor, the dentist, the editor, the 
druggist and the banker, nil of which 
contributes to the socal and financial 
prosperity of the community. 


Faith In the Community. 


He aids the farmer by buying from 


him his products to the extent of his 
needs, thus increasing the profits of 
the farmer. 


He has shown his faith in the com- 


munity by investing his capital there, 
consequently his interests center there; 
upon him, in a measure, depends the 
social, religious, educational and com- 
mercial existence of the town, and he 
Is ever willing to do his part 


All this being true, why is be not en- 


titled to the same amount of consid- 
eration as that exacted by the farmer, 
the wage earner and the other factors 
of the community that are always cry- 
ing for "fair treatment" and "the right 
to live?" 


Destroying Local Markets. 


All he asks Is that which is rightfully 


his—the opportunity to display his 
goods and compare prices with those 
shown in the misrepresented "picture 
albums" of the catalogue houses be- 
fore you send your money away from 
home to buy something of the same 
quality which he can sell just as cheap- 
ly as does the big city merchant prince. 


Take away from the community one 


of the most important elements of 
prosperity, the medium of exchange, 
and the effect Is inevitable—a weaken- 
ing of the organism. And that is pre- 
cisely what the great mail order re- 
tall houses are doing. They are bleed- 
Ing the local communities. They are 
destroying local markets, weakening 
local credits, reducing the volume of 
deposits in small local banks, starving 
out local business men who tire con- 
sumers of farm products ns well as 
dealers, driving to the large cities 
thousands of consumers who can no 
longer find employment in 
small 


towns, and the men who are aiding 
them in their work of destruction will 
soon pay the penalty In the shrinkage 
of the value of their property, as well 
as in the loss of their markets. 


A Gigantic Monopoly. 


| That the managers of these gigantic 
enterprises understand what they nre 
{doing is amply demonstrated by a re- 
mark recently made by one of their 
Jnumber In Chicago. He said, "Give ns 


(n few more years and wo will ro.ike 
every city outside of Chics go a town, 
every town a village, every village a 
'hamlet, nnd every hamlet tre will 
l;wlpe off the face of tho cnrth." 


Whnt will the customers of tho null 


order houses do then, poor things? 
They will have given aid and comfort 
to the enemy that has destroyed tiit'lr 
prosperity.

Se- 
duced by pretty picture books, they 
will have in their innocence starved 
out their own best customers.

serted villages will then mnrk the 
places where prosperous communities 
formerly thrived, and the population 
of the country will be divided between 
the farms nnd the large cities.
